Austrian Gov't Appeals for Help as 
Refugees by Thousands Cross Borders 


VIENNA apl—Hungarians fleeing 
Soviet terror and the threat of Si­ 
berian concentration camps pour­ 
ed into Austria in ever increasing 
numbers today and the Austrian 
government appealed to the world 
for help. 
From 6,000 to 8,000 refugees were 
crossing the border each night, 
taking the facilities of the refugees- 
packed nation to feed and house 
them in near zero weather. There 
was no sign the flow would end. 
The Russians were doing every­ 
thing possible to stop them, but 
the Hungarians were braving So­ 
viet bullets and freezing weather 
in their break for freedom. Many 
.slumped to the ground suffering 
from cold and frostbite, their faces 
pinched with hunger. 
Some had splashed through the 
icy border canals and their clothes 
had to be chopped from them. Aa 
18-year-old girl walked all the way 
from Budapest on frostbitten feet, 


each step toward freedom bring­ 
ing excruciating pain. Many were 
drowned, 
some were frozen to 
death. 
Great airlifts were flying refu­ 
gees to friendly countries through­ 
out the world, but the need was 
for trains to take the thousands to 
nations better prepared to handle 
their needs. 
Bruno Kreisky, 
undersecretary 
in the Austrian foreign office, told 
a news conference Thursday, “We 
call on all democratic nations to 
speed up help without setting any 
conditions.” He said the flow of 
refugees was creating an “alarm­ 
ing situation.” 
Rep. Francis E. Walter (D-Pa.) 
said before leaving for Washington 
he would bring pressure on the 
United States government to take 
in as many refugees as possible 
by the end of the year. He urged 
again that up to 17,000 be given 
new homes and lives in America.

its announced decision to arrange 
for 
an orderly 
and immediate 
evacuation

Soviet troops. 
In this spirit I would be willing 
to adjourn until tomorrow or the 
next day.” 
That virtually ended the discus 
sion. 
The Australian delegate ar 
gued vigorously 
against Lodge, 
urged the council not to adjourn 
but to act immediately. 
There was a vote. The U. S. A 
voted against Australia and for 
the Soviet. 
Before 
the next day 
dawned, 
new Soviet armored divisions were 
crushing Hungary.

Do's and Don'ts for Selecting Toys 
Here 
are some 
do’s and 
don’ts on buying toys from Dr. 
Philip Lewis of the Chicago 
Board of Education, a mem­ 
ber of the Toy Guidance Coun­ 
cil’s advisory board. They will 
make it easier for Assistant 
Santas to make a wise choice 
of playthings for the children 
on their Christmas lists. 
Don’t wait till the last week. 
Toys are important tools of 
child development and deserve 
careful selection. 
Do plan to do your toy shop­ 
ping first and take time to read 
leaflets describing 
children’s 
play needs at different age lev­ 
els which most good toy de­ 
partments have. 
Don’t buy toys just because 
they intrigue your eye. 
Do study manufacturers’ tags 
and box instructions to deter­ 
mine age appeal. Remember 
age auitability of any toy is a 
major safety factor. 
Don’t buy toys for just one 
child in a family. Do give all 
the children in the family some 
toy 
remembrance, 
although 
they need not be of equal val­ 
ue. The toddler, for example, 
will be happy with push and 
pull toys and won’t envy the 
more expensive hobby kit you 
select for an older brother. 
Don’t arbitrarily refuse to 
cater to a boy’s wish for a 
housekeeping toy, or a girl’!

Do remember that boys and 
girls have the same play inter­ 
ests up to six.

When buying electrically op­ 
erated toys make sure they 
bear the familiar “UL” label 
of approval of the Underwrit­ 
ers’ Laboratories. Be especial­ 
ly wary of celluloid toys.

In the best old-fashioned Yule­ 
tide tradition, it’s fun and inexpen­ 
sive to make tree decorations at 
home. A sparkling and safe Christ­ 
mas tree to delight tradition-mind­ 
ed grownups and participation- 
minded youngsters can be trimmed 
with ornaments mads at home on 
the sewing machine. 
Fabric ornaments of felt and vel­ 
vet, satin and silk designs cut in 
Christmas shapes have been de­ 
signed by the Pfaff Sewing Insti­ 
tute. 
They suggest bell, star, cornu­ 
copia, stocking or pine-tree shapes. 
They can be cut from fabric scraps 
that have been saved, or special, 
Christmasy fabrics can be bought. 
Most of the above shapes can 
be cut around cookie cutters serv­ 
ing as patterns. 
a a a 
In addition, angels, candles, rein 
deer, candy canes and wreathes 
can be cut from freehand patterns 
or around pictures cut out of the 
paper: Talent counts for very lit­ 
tle, imagination in selection of fab­ 
ric and decorations counts for 
much. 
Some of the shapes, including 
the stocking and cornucopia, should 
be cut double so they can actually 
hold cellophane-wrapped candy or 
doll-sized gifts. After all are cut, 
the box of trimmings should be 
hauled out. 
Embroidery, sequin 
fancies, sparkling glitter, metallic 
thread and braid and the strings 
of miniature Christmas balls make 
gala trims. 


The designers point out that the 


Pfaff machine does zigzag stitches 
and automatic embroidery which 
attaches the decoration easily and 
decorates at the same time. 
• • • 
Imaginative families may see pos­ 
sibilities in making peaked hats for 
extra-large Christmas balls. They 
may be held down with rubber ce­ 
m ent 
Faces may be painted on 
the balls witl fingernail polish. 
Round balls of felt may be made 
by decorating four- or six oval 
shapes, sewing them together and 
stuffing with cotton. 
These balls 
definitely will not break. A loop 


may be stitched on tom which to 
hang the bail. 
This kind of decoration, tiI 
ered with sufficient metallic thread 
and glitter, will delight a baby, lf 
hung low on the tree, and there 
is no danger of breakage. 
To achieve a variety of 
some ornament* may be pinked 
around the edges. 
Also, %-inch- 
wide strips of felt or ribbon, dec­ 
orated, may be strung round and 
round the tree.
